3. the text of the lettex warrants acme comments beceuss a muomber 
of ‘paculferities were noted « aids from yure spelling or typing errors - 
which seem to indicate.a Swedish writer. ane following words represent 
eitner Swedish spelling or modification: “reserv”, “etablished”, “murded”, 
“Krustjey"s, Other examples of Swedieh greumar and syntax vould be: 
“mat” (as Fost tense}, “in Sowkes" (Swedish form but not spelling), 

“he wes spy”. (without indefinite article), "FBI, USA" (without definite 
erticle),. “shold” (rather than “woula"}, “outemmgglea” (Swedich past 
participle fora), ond. “whole the world” (pure Swedish form). 


4, Another significent detail ts the name given, “Ryo Liang Yoan". 
“Ryo” 1¢ not a standard spelling in any kneoam Romanization system used 
for Chinese. "R" 4s secon in the new Chinese Communist national systen, 
but never in combination with “yo". “Ryo” 1s e Japanese spelling. In 
the name given it is not know whether tha Chinese or Western presen- 
tation is used, in other voris, whether “Ryo* or "Yuan" is meant to be 
the surname. Among Chiness syllables which could be represasted by the 
Japeasss "Ryo" are Liao, Liang ai Lumg. Cf these Lang (10:7893) end 
Idang (':2733) ere used as surnamed, In either case, "Ryo“ is hardly 
@ nese by which a real Chinese wold iduntify himself. 


5. In summery, end based on thes atove teformation, it ia concluded 
that the letter was tranmltted vin normal Swedish postal charmmels. The 
lettcr is probably a “crank letter", mowt likely written vy a Swde, 
using ao Swedish-keyboard typewritir and Swedish stationery.
